DATE. 

B. SIXTH BIENNIAL WORLD CONFERENCE AT ABIDJAN OF WORLD 
PEACE THROUGH LAW MOVEMENT, HELD AUGUST 26-31. PLACED ISSUE 
OF REFUGEE PROTECTION BEFORE DELEGATES FROM 123 COUNTRIES. 
PRESIDENT RHYNE IN GENERAL SPEECH ON OPENING MORNING OF 
CONFERENCE INCLUDED STRONG STATEMENT ON IMPORTANCE OF FULL 
UNDERSTANDING AND EFFECTIVE GLOBAL ACTION IN BEHALF 
REFUGEES IN OUR QUEST FOR UNIVERSAL HUMAN RIGHTS AND WORLD 
PEACE. AMB. KELLOGG DELIVERED NOTEWORTHY ADDRESS ON 
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SESSION OF HUMAN RIGHTS PANEL UNDER SPONSORSHIP OF WORLD 
ASSOC. OF JUDGES. KELLOGG STRESSED IMPORTANCE REFUGEE 
PROTOCOL AND CONVENTION AS HUMAN RIGHTS TREATIES, AS 
CATALYST FOR RELIEVING TENSIONS, AND CALLED FOR ACCESSION 
BY THE NATIONS WHICH ARE NOT YET PARTIES. ON SECOND DAY OF 

CONFERENCE REFUGEE SUBJECT DISCUSSED IN DEPTH BY PANEL OF 
INTERNATIONAL EXPERTS UNDER CHAIRMANSHIP OF FELIX 
SCHNYDER, SWISS AMB. TO U.S. AND FORMER UNHCR. 

2. CONFERENCE AT PLENARY ADOPTED 7 RESOLUTIONS DEVELOPED 
AT MEETING OF REFUGEE PANEL, RELATED TO VARIOUS ASPECTS 
OF REFUGEE PROBLEMS INCLUDING INTERNATIONAL SOLIDARITY 
AND REUNION OF FAMILIES. WPTL ISSUED 45-PAGE BOOKLET 
WITH NUMEROUS ILLUSTRATIONS ENTITLED "THE LAW AND 
REFUGEES", OF WHICH 1 15,000 COPIES PRINTED AND BEING 
DISTRIBUTED BY WPTL TO HEADS OF STATE AND KEY LEGAL, 
JURIDICAL AND OTHER OFFICIALS IN 135 NATIONS. IN 
SUMMARY ABIDJAN CONFERENCE PROVIDED PIONEERING AND 
CONSTRUCTIVE INITIATIVE IN PLACING BEFORE LARGE 
DISTINGUISHED GROUP OF WORLD LEGAL AUTHORITIES THE 
IMPORTANCE AND SIGNIFICANCE OF REFUGEE PROBLEM, WITH 
PARTICULAR EMPHASIS ON ROLE OF INTERNATIONAL PROTECTION 
AND RIGHTS IN PROMOTING HUMANITARIAN ENDS AND A PEACEFUL 
WORLD.
